As  the  thirty-year  leader  in  open-access,  first  amendment  radio, 
Pacifica  has  broadcast  programs  of  singular  historical  and  educational 
value,  people  and  events  that  commercial  media  did  not  document  well, 
if  at  all.  The  Pacifica  Programs  in  this  catalog  are  actual  broadcasts 
from  the  non-prof i*  educational  FM  Pacifica  radio  stations  (KPFA,  Berkeley; 
kpfk,  Los  Angeles;  wbai.  New  York;  kpft,  Houston;  wpfw,  Washington, 
D.c),  the  Pacifica  News  Bureau,  and  Pacifica  affiliates. 

Pacifica  programs  have  won  distinguished  citations 
including  many  Armstrong,  Peabody,  and  Ohio  State  awards. 

The  program  archive  currently  contains  20,000 
tapes  and  is  constantly  expanding.  Schools,  colleges,  and  libraries  have
